ROCKY  MOUNT,  N.  C.  — 
— (RNS) — A  dispute  waged  here 
for  more  than  a  year  over  con¬ 
trol  of  the  North  Rocky  Mount 
Baptist  church  has  been  settled 
by  attorneys  for  two  opposing 
factions,  and  as  a  result  the 
case  will  not  be  carried  to  the 
U.  S.  Supreme  Court.

Reports  at  the  recent  American 
Catholic  Sociological  Society  con¬ 
vention  at  Loyola  University  in 
Chicago  summed  up  the  case  of 
Catholics  in  this  country  with  the 
statement  that  they  have  not  “mov¬ 
ed  forward  so  far  or  so  fast  as 
many  Catholics  and  Protestants 
think,  and  they  have  damaged 
their  cause  by  needlessly  rubbing 
non-Catholics.  the  wrong  way,”  ac¬ 
cording  to  Time  Magazine. 

Dr.  John  J.  Kane,  head  of  Notre 
Dame’s  sociology  department,  con¬ 
cludes:  “Catholics  creep  forward 
rather  than  stride  forward  in 
American  society,  and  the  position 
of  American  Catholics  in  the  mid- 
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much  better,  than  it  was  a  century 
ago.” 

According  to  the  same  authority, 
U.  S.  Catholics  tend  to  educate 
their  children  less  well,  are  less 
successful  in  business  than  their 
Protestant  and  Jewish  neighbors, 
and  concentrate  in  fields  that  sacri¬ 
fice  prestige  for  security.  Dr.  Kane 
also  cited  a  survey  showing  that  in 
cities  with  500,000  population  or 
more,  one  in  every  four  or  five 
Jewish  and  one  in  every  five 
Protestant  college  graduates  were 
earning  $7,500  or  better,  but  only 
one  in  six  Catholic  graduates.

religion,  law  and  education.  “The 
dearth  of  Catholics  eminent  in 
many  other  occupations,”  says  Dr. 
Kane,  “is  rather  startling.” 

Answering  the  cause  of  this  lag¬ 
ging  behind  by  the  Catholics,  Dr. 
Kane  thinks  some  kind  of  discrimi¬ 
nation  on  the  part  of  non  Catholics 
is  partly  to  blame.  But  a  more 
cogent  reason  is  a  “lower-middle — 
or  lower-class  orientation”  holds 
Catholics  down.  “It  may  also  be 
that  leadership,  even  outside  the 
purely  religious  field,  is  still  con¬ 
sidered  a  clerical  prerogative  .  .  .” 

In  the  final  sentence  of  the  above 
paragraph  Dr.  Kane,  we  suspect, 
has  put  his  finger  on  the  focal  point 
of  all  the  problems  he  has  discuss¬ 
ed.  The  superstitious  spell  priests 
wield  over  their  people  is  perhaps 
the  greatest  handicap.  This  super¬ 
stition  bars  the  entrance  of  the 
average  Catholic  into  the  abundant 
.life  of  American  freedom  and  op¬ 
portunity.

The  resolution  called  upon 
Congress  to  repeal  legislation 
passed  in  1896  which  stipulates 
that  spiritual  services  at  West 
Point  are  to  be  provided  by  a 
civilian  rather  than  a  military 
chaplain. 

West  Point  has  an  Army  Chap¬ 
el,  conducted  by  a  chaplain,  and 
a  Cadet  Chapel  in  which  an 
Episcopal  priest  employed  by  the 
government  officiates.  It  is  com¬ 
pulsory  for  cadets  to  •‘tend  the 
Cadet  Chapel,  while  attendance 
at  the  Army  Chapel  is  voluntary. 

Some  Protestant  officials  have 
claimed  that  it  has  been  a  prac¬ 
tice  at  West  Point  to  assign  only 
Protestant  Episcopal  clergymen 
to  the  Cadet  Chapel.

It 
was  saddening  indeed  to  see 
the  suffering  of  the  people, 
originating  in  the  war.  It  was 
heartening  to  find  the  open 
response  to  the  faith  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ! 


churches.  The  words  of  Jesus 
become  very  pertinent  out  here 
in  the  Orient:  “I  must  work  the 
works  of  him  that  sent  me,  while 
it  is  day;  the  night  cometh,  when’ 
no  man  can  work.’’  (John  9:4 J. 

The  Philippines  was  next.  I 
spent  12  days  on  these  islands. 
Here  I  missed  my  first 


rea.  It  was  Sunday  morning 
and  I  should  preach  in  the  First 
.Baptist  church  of  Seoul.  The  ser¬ 
vice  was  held  in  a  converted 
Buddhist  temple.  As  the  Bap¬ 
tist  church  had  been  destroyed 
during  the  war,  the  government 
gave  the  church  permission  to 
use  the  temple  as  their  place  of  i 
worship,  until  the  new  Baptist 
church  could  be  built.  The  Bap¬ 
tists  cut  out  the  carved  dragon 
and  some  other  Buddhist 


j  witn  the  service  of  missionaries 
!  from  a  Boston  Baptist  mission, 
the  first  one  to  arrive  in  1889. 
From  1920  till  1949  the  Baptist 
churches  were  totally  on  their 
|  own,  mostly  located  in  the  North. 
At  the  request  of  the  Baptist 
convention.  Southern  Baptists 
then  moved  in  to  help.  There 
are  now  a  'reported  number  of 
baptized  church  members  of  a- 
bout  5,500.  But  the  statistics 
list  not  less  than  15,000  inquir¬ 
ers.  The  need  of  preachers  is 
great,  and  the  Seminary  in  Tae¬ 
jon  with  about  140  students  will 
gradually  meet  that  need. 

The  Korean  people  are  open, 


engage¬ 
ment  on  this  trip  to  the  Orient. 
But  I  was  not  responsible — the 
typhoon  “Tilda"  was! 

The  Philippines  Is  the  only 
Christian  country  in  the  Orient. 
The  islands — there  are  7,109  of 
them! — were  discovered  for  the 
Western  world  by  the  Spaniard 
Magellan  in  1521.  The  Spanish 
I  rule  brought  Roman  Catholic¬ 
ism  to  the .  island?.  Every  where 
the  influence  of  that  church  is 
felt.  When  I  visited  the  islands, 
a  big  Marian  celebration  took 
place  all  over.  Big  parades 
with  beautiful  young  "Marys’’ 
went  through  the  cities. 
"Through  Mary  to  Jesus”,  I  read 
on  one  of  the  cars.  My  simple 
reaction  was  this;  Why  not  write 
"Through  Jesus  to  God”?  That 
would  have  been  more  true  to 
the  Gospel.  The  Roman  church 
is  doing  its  best  to'  restore  the 
glory,  which  she  enjoyed  during 
the  Spanish  rule,  but  to  some 
extent  lost  with  the  liberation  of  [ 
the  country  from  Spanish  rule  in 
1898.  Her  methods  are  glamorous

and  made  the  temple  a  place  of 
worship  of  the  living  God! 

The  first  man  to  greet  me  had 
royal  blood  in  his  veins.  Prince 
Lee,  about  70  years  of  age,  at¬ 
tends  the  worship  every  Sunday.

can  expect  to  hear  good  news 
from  Korea  in  the  religious 
realm.  What  will  happen  on  the 
political  scene  is  another  ques¬ 
tion. 

The  next  country  to  be  visited 
was  Taiwan  or  Formosa,  Chiang 
Kai  Chek's  island.  The  visit  to 
this  country  was  a  milestone  in 
my  service  for  the  B.  W.  A.  Tai¬ 
wan  was  the  thirtieth  country, 
in  which  I  have  preached  the 
Gospel  and  tried  to  further  our 
Baptist  cause. 

The  atmosphere  on  the  island 
was  amazingly  relaxed.  One  did 
not  feel  so  very  much  of  the 


About  500 
people  attended  the  service,  all 
sitting  on  the  floor  in  typical 
Korean  style.  Men  and  women 
were  separated:  the  women  sit¬ 
ting  to  the  left,  and  the  men 
to  the  right.  One  prisoner  of  war, 
just  released  from  North  Korea, 
was  there.  And  here  was  a 
principal  of  a  big  boy's  high 
school,  baptized  six  months  ago. 
Another  eager  listener  was  a 
judge  in  the  supreme  court,  con¬ 
verted  three  months  ago.  And 
there  was  a  Dean  of  a  women's 
university;  there  were  students 
and  people  of  every  rank  and 


rives  away  New  Testaments  to 
students.  The  students  rend  the 
literature.  When  tbs  Roman 
priests  notice  that,  they  ask  the 
stndrnts  to  bring  this  literature 
to  the  school,  they  take  it  and — 
burn  it!  New  literature  is  giv¬ 
en  away,  read  and  burned! 

There  are  many  Baptist  groups 
working  on  the  islands:  Ameri¬ 
can  Baptists,  Southern  Baptists, 
General  Conference  Baptists, 
Bible  Baptists,  Associational 
Baptists  tor  World  Evangelism,

Much  could  be  said  concern¬ 
ing  the  need  of  a  faith  in  the 
Philippines,  which  gives  the  peo^ 
pie  personal  integrity,  an  adven¬ 
turous  spirit  and  respect  foe 
manual  work.  Without  these 
qualities  the  economic  and  social 
future  does  not  look  too  bright 
Roman  Catholicism  docs  not 


and  Baptists  related  to  various 
interdenominational  boards  and 
agencies.  Statistics  are  hard  to 
get,  but  perhaps  not  even  40  per 
cent  of  the  members  in  Baptist 
churches  of  the  island  belong  to 
the  fellowships,  which  co-operate 
in  the  B.W.A.  My  coming 
brought  most  of  {he  Baptist 
groups  in  Manila  together  for 
the  first  time! 

Through  the  efforts  of  the 
American  Baptist  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Society  a  very  fine  work 
has  developed,  mainly  on  the 
islands  Panay  and  Negros.  In 
214  churches  there  are  now  a- 
bout  14.000  Baptists.  The  semi¬ 
nary  in  Iloilo  City  has  about  70 
students.  The  Central  Philippine 
University  and  the  mission  hos¬ 
pitals  in  Iloilo  and  Roxas  city 
are  outstanding  achievements  of 
constructive  foreign  mission 
work.  The  work  is  growing,  and 


outside  Taiwan  these  days.  And 
here  again  the  situation  is  con¬ 
ducive  to  the  Evangelical  faith. 
"Free  China’s  development  of 
the  Christian  movement  has  the 
wholehearted  support  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  and  the  government,”  stated 
the  Chinese  Government  Radio 
Administration  a  few  days  be¬ 
fore  my  arrival.  The'  statement 
also  said  that  of  the  8  million 
people  on  the  island  about  150,- 
0Q0  are  Protestant  followers,  "two 
thirds  of  which  are  baptized  in 
one  form  or  another.  This  means 
a  500  per  cent  increase  since 
the  Japanese  regime.  According 


to  a  moral  foundation  for  na- 
|  tional  progress.  Of  about  20  mil¬ 
lion  people  on  the  islands  about 
1  000,000  are  evangelical  Christ¬ 
ians,  and  of  these  not  more  than 
:  25,000  are  Baptists.  May  God  give 
the  evangelical  Christians  in 
general  and  the  Baptists  in  par¬ 
ticular  the  power  and  wisdom 
to  lead  the  people  of  the  Philip¬ 
pines  to  that  high  quality  of 
moral  life  and  to  that  Christian 
power,  which  together  form  the 
bases  necessary  for  a  happy  na¬ 
tional  life. 

“If  we  have  God  in  our  hear^ 
we  do  not  need  to  fear  any¬ 
thing",  was  the  constantly  re¬ 
peated  phrase  by  a  young  teach¬ 
er  of  a  young  people’s  Sunday 
School  class  in  Davao  city  He 
spoke  with  vigor  and  conviction. 
Let  him  stand  as  the  type  of  th* 
best  of  the  young  Philippine 
Baptists  oi  to-day:  lively  and 
vital,  wanting  Christianity  to  be 
real.  Certainly,  the  Philippino 
Baptist  youth  have  a  place  foe 
themselves  reserved  in  our 
world-wide  fellowship  of  young 
Baptists! 


As  soon  as  two  or  three 
Korean  Baptists  come  together, 
they  sit  down  on  the  floor  and 
begin  to  sing.  After  an  organ 
meditation  on  the  hymn  "When 
1  survey  the  wondrous  cross”  the 
500  worshippers  all  joined  in  a 
powerful  hail  to  God  almighty, 
singing  "Holy,  holy,  holy”.  And 
later,  just  before  I  preached  on 
the  Kingship  of  Jesus,  the  choir 
of  about  20  voices  sang— Han¬ 
del's  Hallelujah-chorus!  The 
voices  were  clear  and  distinct 
and  there  was  drive  and  relig¬ 
ious  experience  in  the  singing. 

This  service  deeply  moved  me: 
a  Buddhist  temple  converted  in¬ 
to  a  place  of  Christian  worship, 
people  of  all  kinds  —  from  a 
prince  to  a  prisoner  of  war — 
gathered  to  praise  the  living 
God,  the  dynamic  praise  of  the  j 
Hallelujah  .  chorus  sung  by  !

I  asked:  “Are  the  people  be- 
j  lieving  Catholics?”  The  answer 
was,  that  most -of  them  are  not. 
However,  belonging  to  the  Ro¬ 
man  church  is  the  accepted  so¬ 
cial  pattern  and  anybody,  who 
breaks  away,  will  be  under  heavy 
social  pressure.  If  a  son  in  a 
family  becomes  a  Baptist,  it 
means  a  loss  of  face  for  the 
parents.  It  is  hard  for  many 
converts  to  stand  the  pressure 
from  their  environment  and  some 
turn  away  from  their  new  faith. 
It  should  however  also  be  said, 
that  there  are  those,  for  whom 
the  Roman  faith  is  an  actual,  ex¬ 
perienced  faith.  I  spoke  to  a 
hostess  on  one  of  the  flights  in 
the  Philippines.  I  asked  her  if 
she  was  a  believing  Roman 
Catholic.  “Oh,  yes,  she  said,  I 
would  be  completely  lost  with- 


to  missionaries,  however,  these 
figures  are  somewhat  exaggerat¬ 
ed.  The  number  of  Protestant 
missionaries  on  the  island  is 
known  exactly:  371  from  49  mis¬ 
sions  and  denominations.
